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REMARKS/ARGDMENTg 

Reconsideration of this patent application is respectfully 
requested in view of the foregoing amendments/ and the following 
remarks. Claims 8-16 are in the application. Claims 8-11 and 15 
have been amended. Claims 12-14 and 16 have been withdrawn from 
consideration. 

The Examiner objected to claims 8 for red\indant language. 
Claim 8 has been amended to delete "in a region". The Examiner 
objected to claims 10 and 11 and stated that the word "a" should 
be changed to "the". Claims 10 and 11 have been amended 
accordingly* 

The Examiner rejected claims 8, 9 and 11 under 35 U,S,C. 
§101/ stating that the claims do not distinguish over naturally 
occurring nucleic acids or amino acids. Applicant has amended 
claims 8 and 9 to recite that it is an isolated DNA sequence and 
an isolated protein, respectively. Claim 11 has been amended to 
recited that it is a "transformed microorganism." 

The Examiner rejected claim 15 tinder 35 U.S.C. §112/ stating 
that the term "gene" is indefinite. Applicant has amended claim 
15 to substitute the term "polynucleotide" instead, as suggested 
by the Examiner. 
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The Examiner rejected claims S-11 and 15 under 3 5 U.S.C, 
§112, stating that there is no support in the specification for 
polynucleotides having a sequence homology of at least 7 0% of the 



<3^1ete reference to the sequence homology. 

The Examiner also rejected claim 15, stating that the claim 
is not enabled for all of the proteins that the host 
microorganism of clam 11 produces. Applicant has also amended 
claim 15 to recite that the polynucleotide encodes that protein 
under the control of an expression vector according to claim 10. 
Claim 10 is limited to the DNA sequences of claim 8, which now 
recite only SEQ ID NOS. 1 and 2. Accordingly ; Applicant submits 
that claims 8-11 and 15 are in compliance with 35 U^S.C §112 and 
§101. Early allowance of the amended claims is respectfully 
requested.
